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Numismatic  Chatter 


The  actual  number  of  bid  sheets  received  on  May 
auction  was  less  than  usual  but  the  average  dollar 
value  was  about  double.  Less  work  for  me  when  it 
happens  that  way.  When  I  ship  as  much  as  three 
thousand  dollars  on  ten  bid  sheets  it  is  much  less 
work  than  to  ship  that  amount  on  50  sheets  as  so  often 
happens.  If  we  get  a  good  bull  market  in  stocks  this 
year  the  average  dollar  value  per  sheet  will  continue 
to  increase.  When  a  man  can  buy  500  shares  of  good 
stocks  and  make  $5000  in  30  days  as  I  have  often 
done  in  the  past,  there  is  a  strong  temptation  to  put 
part  of  this  profit  into  fine  coins  and  it  is  good  busi¬ 
ness  judgment  too. 

In  the  New  Jersey  collection  in  last  sale  the  1793 
large  cent  sold  for  $55,  the  1799  for  $90.  One  chap 
sent  a  bid  of  $35  on  that  one  and  told  just  how  it 
was  to  be  shipped,  etc.  He  has  much  to  learn  about 
the  rarest  large  cent  date. 

The  1856  small  cent  in  proof  sold  for  $165,  and 
it  is  a  bargain  at  that.  The  1864  Unc  for  $25,  the  1866  for  $11,  the  1869  proof  for 
$18,  the  1871  Proof  $23.35,  the  1877  proof  $50.  1914d  for  $13.75.  1921s  $13.  1923 

PS  $10.  1924d  $7.75.  1924s  $7.75.  Many  others  for  full  list  and  several  over  list 

as  there  was  oodles  of  bids  on  the  small  cents. 

All  proof  coins  sold  better  than  in  any  previous  sale  but  sale  conditions  run 

up  and  down  as  in  all  hobby  lines.  For  example  nickels  in  choice  unc  and  proof 

condition  are  in  about  half  the  demand  of  two  years  ago  but  never  worry.  The 
collectors  who  are  putting  off  buying  choice  material  will  pay  more. 

The  good  old  times  of  1920  to  1930  will  come  back  and  nothing  can  prevent 
it.  The  people  have  over  three  times  as  much  hard  cash  as  in  those  good  old 
days  and  they  are  going  to  use  it  as  they  please  which  is  the  American  way  of 
life.  If  we  get  a  change  of  administration  just  watch  things  pop.  I  have  lived 
thru  several  cycles  in  my  life  time  and  while  every  one  is  different  and  usually 

for  a  different  reason  the  course  is  the  same. 

The  way  our  tax  structure  is  at  present  the  man  with  millions  to  invest  will  not 
put  it  into  industry.  This  has  been  fully  proven  the  past  year.  Taxes  take  such 
a  large  slice  there  is  no  incentive  to  take  a  chance.  Henry  Ford  took  a  chance 
and  hundreds  of  thousands  of  others,  but  if  Henry  was  starting  today  he  would 
not  take  the  chance  he  did. 

I  heard  of  one  chap  down  here  in  the  land  of  sunshine  who  put  $30,000  in 
coins  in  1947.  He  is  putting  them  away  for  a  decade  or  two  as  a  hedge  against 
the  chances  he  is  taking  in  his  business.  It  is  a  wise  move  as  they  will  be  there 
come  hell  or  high  water  and  he  has  something  to  lean  back  on. 

Most  coins  are  still  .selling  too  low.  Look  back  ten  years  and  see  what  has  hap¬ 
pened  in  coin  values.  Then  look  ahead  ten  years  with  thousands  of  new  collectors 
every  year  and  visualize  what  prices  will  be  then.  The  real  fact  is  you  have  not 
yet  seen  any  really  high  prices  but  you  will.  I  sold  some  coins  for  a  college  profes¬ 
sor  a  while  back  and  got  him  5  times  what  he  paid  for  them.  He  wrote  what  a 
fool  I  was  I  did  not  invest  a  few  thousand  more. 

One  chap  wrote  in  and  asked  how  is  the  weather  down  there.  I  replied  we 
did  not  have  any  weather  and  it  was  not  a  topic  of  conversation  as  in  the  north. 
As  proof,  I  mentioned  that  my  barometer  in  two  years  had  only  moved  once.  Last 
Fall  when  South  Florida  had  a  high  wind,  my  barometer  went  over  2  inches,  and 
next  day  was  back  in  same  old  notch.  Our  thunder  storms,  of  which  we  have 
many,  peter  out  in  20  to  40  miles  and  seem  to  have  no  effect  on  the  barometer.
